To Abner D. Bryant, a Constable of the town of Greenwood, in 
the County of Oxford. i GREETING. 

In the name of the State of Maine*you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of ‘said town of Greenwood, 
qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at Woodsum’s 
Hall at Locke’s Mills Village in said town on the fourteenth day 
of March, 1887, at ten o’clock in theeforenoon to act on the fol- 
lowing articles, to wit:— 

Art. Ist. To choose a moderator to preside in said meeting. 

Art. 2nd. To hear and act upon the reports of the town 
ofticers. f 

Art. 8rd. To choose all hecessary town officers for the ensu- 
ing year. a 

Art. Jih To see if thé town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the maintenance and support of 
schools and the poor, ‘and to defray all other town charges for the 
ensuing year. P 

Art. 5th. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for building and repairing roads and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 

Art. 6th. To see how much the town will vote to allow per 
hour for men and oxen for labor on the highway. 

art. 7th. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to pay the interest on the town debt 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. Sth. To see what sum of money the town will vote to’ 


raise toward paying the town debt. 

Art. 9th. To see if the town will vote to refund the town debt 
and if so upon what time, at what rate of interest, and where 
payable.

Art. 10. To see if the town will make a discount of three per 
cent. on all taxes of the current year, voluntarily paid on or be- 
fore the first day of December next. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to charge interest at the 
rate of eight per cent. per annum on all taxes remaining unpaid 
after the first day of March next. 

Art. 12th. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
uncollected taxes for the years 1879, ’80, ’81, ’82, 83 and 84. 

Art. 18th. To see if the town will authorize the Treasurer to 
sell and convey by quit-claifn deed, any titles which it may have 
in real estate, by virtue of tax sales, for such sum or sums as he 
and the Selectmen may determine to be right. 

Art. 14th. To see if the town will vote to have future reports 
of the town officers printed and distributed before the annual 
meetings. s 

Art. 15th. To see if the town desires the Selectmen to license 
a liquor agent for the ensuing year. 

Art. 16th. To see if the town will vote to accept the list of 
jurors as prepared by the board. 

The Selectmen will be in session ‘at Woodsum’s Hall at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon on the day of said meeting, for the pur- 
pose of receiving the qualification of voters and correcting the 
voting list.
